Treasury Wants 100,- 


000 Ounces Weekly 


WASHINGTON. D. C.. Aug. 15.— 


George E. Roberts, director of mints 
yesterday announced that the trcasurj 
department would purchase an avcrag 
of 100.000 ounces of silver weekly, re 
gardlcbs of the effect upon tho innrke*. 
although the treasury would reserv 
tho right to purchase only In sucl 
quantities and at such prices as suite 
tho ofllclnls. Ho said:
